A PLEA  FOR  HISTORICAL.  COLLECTING. 

The  cataloguer  gets  a little  bit  tired  at  times  seeing  how  little  fine  cul- 
tural coins  and  medals  are  appreciated  by  some  collectors.  If  we  are  not 
careful  America  will  go  into  a huddle  over  dates  and  die-cracks.  It  is  pain- 
ful to  receive  a catalogue  for  a sale  and  find  nothing  in  it  but  straight  Amer- 
ican stuff.  Such  a catalog  is  always  uninteresting  from  an  esthetic  point. 
There  is  little  of  educational  value  in  a straight  line  of  dollars,  half  dollars 
and  even  cents.  These  things  are  all  right  to  collect  in  their  way,  but  the 
exclusion  of  all  coins  of  an  esthetic,  historical  or  really  antique  nature  sug- 
gests that  some  of  us  lack  a proper  appreciation  of  real  values.  There  are 
so  many  finely  executed  coins,  ancient,  mediaeval  and  early  modern  which 
cost  comparatively  small  prices  that  it  is  indeed  remarkable  that  so  many  of 
our  collectors  will  overlook  them  or  pass  them  by  for  small  U.  S.  Cents. 
Five  Cent  Pieces,  or  cracks  in  the  dies  of  a monotonous  lot  of  dates  which 
practically  all  look  alike  and  have  little  or  no  variation  in  general  type. 
What  is  the  country  coming  to  if  this  is  what  so  many  collectors  want?  It  is 
painful  to  see  finely  educated  collectors  wasting  their  days  and  hours 
poring  over  unimportant  details  of  straight  line  U.  S.  coins,  while  interesting 
old  silver  coins  from  10  0 to  200  years  old,  of  the  finest  workmanship  go 
begging  and  sell  for  a song.  It  is  no  credit  to  us  and  collectors  should  com- 
mence to  realize  it.  Dr.  Kunz  once  referred  to  the  taste  as  “prostitution  of 
intellect.”
